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Protestants And 
The Blessed Mother 


PRACTICALLY two out of three 
Protestant ministers deny that 


Mary is the Mother of God, accord- 
ing to a survey taken by Father 
Kenneth Dougherty of the Atone- 
ment Fathers. He found that 64% 
do not believe she is the Mother 
of God,.15% are uncertain, and 
21% agree with us Catholics. Fa- 
ther Kenneth based his survey on 
100 replies to a questionnaire ad- 
dressed to 270 ministers of 17 de- 
nominations in 29 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

Many of the ministers showed a 
lack of precise information.. They 
apparently thought that toe call 
Mary the Mother of God was to 
make her a sort of deity, a savior 
equal in stature with Jesus. Other 
ministers tended to. make of Our 
Lord a schizophrenic with two per- 
sonalities, human and divine, of 
whom Mary begot only the human 
person. This particular blunder 
was caught by the Christian 
Church 1500 years ago. It was con- 
demned., 

Again, there is difficulty over 
the word “worship.” We Catholics 
still use it to indicate the three 
different degrees of reverence paid 
to the saints, the Blessed Mother, 
and to God, Since nowadays it is 
coming more and more to be re- 
served to God Himself, we Cath- 
olics might well consider dropping 
the word as used with reference 
to the saints and Our Lady. It 
only appears to cause confusion 
in the minds of our neighbors.

Bible—that the teaching of Christ 
was widespread before the Bible 
was put together. 

You find fault with the fact that 
Mary appeared to “the innocent 
and simple.” Why not? She was| 
one of the innocent and simple 
when she was on earth. Why 
should she reserve her appearances 
for the “theologians and scholars’’? 

Then your article says: “The 
Father and the Son are holy, 
righteous, hateful of sin. . . They 
are known for Their judgment of 
sin and Their wrath upon sinners. 
To face Them is to know the 
horrors of hell, A go-between Is 
needed.” 

This is perhaps one of the worst 
distortions of Catholic teaching 
that I have ever read. The Balti- 
more Catechism contains these 
statements:

tery, and I am applying them here 
to Christ and His Church.” (Eph. 
5, 23-32: Translation of Msgr. 
Knox). 

The union between Christ and 
His Church is indisoluble. So is 
Christian marriage.

C Bscasuete 11 states and 32 cities have fair employ- 

ment practice committees working to eliminate 
racial and religious discrimination in hiring and 
upgrading. Catholics can be proud of their large 
role in establishing these commissions and thus 
implementing God’s moral law. 


The list of Catholics who have supported FEP 
laws in their states would include Archbishops and 
Bishops in Texas, Illinois, New York, Michigan, 
Ohio, California, Massachusetts, to name only a few. 
Among the national magazines favoring such 
legislation are America, Commonweal, The Liguor- 
ian, The Sign, Catholic Action, as well as the three 
Catholic Labor newspapers, Work, The Wage-Earn- 
er, and The Labor Leader. “oy 


Going back therefore to the first FEPC set up 
by President Roosevelt’s executive order in 1943, 
Catholics have been involved at every stage. At that 
time the President named as FEPC’s first chairman, 
Msgr. Francis J. Haas, then social science dean at 
the Catholic university, Washington, and later Bis- 
hop of Grand Rapids, Michigan, until his death two 
years ago. : 

For Catholics who have been part of this effort 
to end unfair job discrimination it has been a labor 
of love—love for Christ, and love for all those for 
whom he died. It has been living the faith. 


After all, Christ long ago identified Himself 
with those deprived of ordinary human necessities— 
food, clothing, shelter, companionship. From these 
things to suitable jobs and fair job opportunities is 
a short step because the latter reinforce an individ- 
ual’s sense of personal dignity and stabilize the eco- 
nomic security of a family. 

More and more citizens, Catholics and non-Cath- 
olics, have come to realize that to deprive a man 
of the opportunity to exercise the talents God has 
given him is to make him less a man and to insult 
God. To keep any large group of men from. putting 
their full talents at the service of the community 
is to hamper the economic, social, and cultural 
development of the area. It is also to depress the 
living standards of all citizens and to rob Christ 
of the glory He would otherwise receive from a 
just and well-ordered human society. 

Additional drive for ending unjust job discrim- 
ination has been generated by the condition of world 


| affairs. The American Bishops adverted to this in a 


joint statement in 1943. 


“It would be inconsistent to promote a 
world reconstruction in which all nations, great 
and small, powerful and weak, would enjoy 
their rights in the family of nations unless in 
our national life we recognize an equality of op- 
portunity for all our citizens .... 

“We owe to our Negro fellow-citizens ... 
to see that they have in fact the rights which 


are given them in our Constitution. This means 


omic and educational opportunities . . 


Precisely through FEP commissions Catholics 
and others have attempted to guarantee to all the 
the enjoyment of native human rights mentioned in 
our Constitution. Not all commissions have the same 
power. The strongest are empowered to investigate 
charges of racial or religious discrimination made 
against employers of labor unions, to mediate and

peacefully correct discriminatory practices, 


when all other means fail, to take offending par- 


ties to court for violating the law. 


The Bishop's Answer 


Thus great steps have been taken towards a 
more Christian democracy where a man’s talents 
and experience, not his race, creed, or national 
origin, will be the tickets to employment and up- 
grading. All .this has come about because of a siow 
moral change in the hearts of individuals and in 


public moral standards. 


Along the way some Catholics and non-Catholics 
have contended that it is not the purpose of the 
law to reform morals.! They would like to hold back. 


For them the late Bishop had an answer: 


“As a general proposition this objection — 
that law cannot reform morals — may be re- 
garded as valid in part, but only in part. As 
directed against the Federal or a State FEPC it 


is hardly valid at all. 


“When leveled at the field of legislation 
here under consideration the objection over 
looks the important lesson of history that when 
a high principle of justice and humanity is em- 
bodied into law, even over the opposition of a. 
considerable minority, that principal takes on 
the majesty of government, and the law itself 
becomes a mighty force of education and moral 
betterment. Such beneficial results would 
doubtless follow from the enactment of Federal 


and State FEPC laws.” 


Since the Bishop’s statement, made about ten 
years ago, experience has proved the beneficent 
effect of FEPC laws in states where they have been 
in operation. Today some of the staunchest support- 
ers are businessmen. Typical of forward-looking 
men in business is Roger L. Putnam, a Catholic em- 
ployer, president of the Package Machinery Com- 


pany, Springfield, Mass. 


“There were lots of people in Massachusetts 
who looked on the FEP legislation with fear when 


it first passed,” he says. 


“Never have I heard anyone in the last two 
years say that the law ought to be changed. Every- 
one now admits that the principles that the FEP 


legislation is striving for are just. 


“Tt have no reservation in saying that I think 
such legislation would be beneficial practically 


everywhere.”

Court Splits Custody 
Of Two Ohio Children 


Cleveland —(RNS) —A boy and 
his sister were separated by a 
court order here, with the Jewish 
father and Roman Catholic mother 
each getting custody of one child. 


The unusual ruling was handed 
down by Common Pleas Judge 
Daniel Wasserman in a suif start- 
ed by Dr. Harry Wolk of suburban 
Lakewood to regain custody of 
Suzanne, 10, and Harry Jr., 13. 


Judge Wasserman ordered Su- 
zanne returned to her father and 
allowed Harry Jr. to remain 
with his mother, now Mrs. Anna 
Leak. The judge, who called it 
his “most difficult decision,” 
said he had split the children be- 
cause the girl expressed a desire 
to live with her father and the 
boy to stay with his mother. 


The Wolks were married in 1937 
by a rabbi, although Mrs. Wolk 
was a former Catholic: They sep- 
arated in 1948 and Mrs. Wolk was 
granted a divorce and custody of 
both children in 1950. 


After marrying Rex Leak in 
1951, she returned to the Catholic 
faith. In May, 1952, she had both 
children baptized as Catholics. 
They have been attending St. 
Luke’s parochial school in Lake-

President Asks 
Congress Extend 


Draft Law, UMT 


Washington — (NC) — President 
Eisenhower has asked Congress for 
legislation to extend the present 
Selective Service law for four years 
and to build a powerful military 
reserve which will deal with any 
“aggressor so criminally unwise as 
to attempt an atomic attack” upon 
the United States. 


THE PRESIDENT in his message 
asked: 


1. Present law change so one 
group of reservists can be organ- 
ized “into a force maintained in a 
high degree of readiness to meet 
immediate mobilization require- 
ment” and other non-organized 
group with prior service can “be 
called into military service by a 
selective process if need for their 
services should develop.” 

2. Legislation under which 
physically fit young men from 17 
to 19 can volunteer for six months 
basic training, to be followed by 
active participation in the reserves 
for nine and a half years. 

3. Legislation by which men 
enlisting in the National Guard 
would receive basic training in 
active service, providing for the 
first time for direct assignment 
to the National Guard of men 
completing active service. 

4. New legislation to induce 
pain ey in reserve training 

y providing that men who serve 
less than two years in regular 
forces may be recalled to active 
duty in order to maintain or 
restore their qualifications. 

5. Enactment of legislation to 
allow States to raise and maintain 
organized militia which in emer- 
gency time could take over the 
National Guard’s domestic mission 
and support defense activities. 

The President told Congress that 
under the proposed program “we 
will give each young man the maxi- 
mum possible right of self-deter- 
mination by offering him a choice 
of methods of meeting his military 
obligations.” He said the program 
—most of which had been outlined 
to newsmen by the Defense Depart- 
ment last month—is “a more equit- 
_ sharing of the military obliga- 
tions.”

Archdiocese 
Ready To Share 
Its Vocations 


Boston, Mass. —(NC)— Cath- 
olics in the Archdiocese of Boston 
have been urged to pray for re- 
ligious vocations “not only for 
‘this archdiocese, but for dioceses 
throughout the peg ak which are 
appealing to us for help.” 


THE PLEA was sounded by 
Archbishop Richard J. Cushing on 
his weekly radio broadcast here. 


Even though St. John’s Ma- 
jor Seminary in nearby Bright- 
on has its largest enrollment in 
71 years, a total of 453 students, 
there is room for much improve- 
ment, the Archbishop told his 
audience. 

He said that of the 377 par- 
ishes in the archdiocese, 135 
are presently represented at the 
major seminary and most of the 
students have come from 46 of 
these parishes. 

Concluding, the Archbishop said: 
“One Bishop from a Western dio- 
cese wrote to me recently that in 
his opinion the West will have 
to look to the East for priests 
in the next hundred years, With 
God’s help we shall not fail in 


the work which seems so clearly 


erately restricted daily routine. 


IN THE THREE severe attacks 
and two other light upsets of this 
two-year period, the Holy Father 
has insisted on carrying out du- 
ties he considered essential, and 
had been able to do sd nearly all 
the time. Only for’a matter of a 
few hours, or for a day or two at 
a time, has he been absolutely un- 
able to have at least a conference 
with one or other of his Pro-Sec- 
retaries of State. 


This is indicative not only of 
the Pope’s firm determination, 
but also of the fact that his es- 
sential powers have still not 
been seriously impaired. Indeed, 
he is reliably reported to have 
written every single word of his 
:recent Christmas message. The 
“message, which contained 6,500 
words, and was one of his long- 
est, was issued on January 3. His 
illness had slowed down the 
work of composition, but the 
fact that he could write the mes- 
sage at all is considered here as 
almost incredible. 


A month ago, Vatican City and 
all Rome hummed with apprehen- 
sion for days over the Holy Fa- 
ther’s condition. An air of tension 
prevailed everywhere. Today, how- 
ever, there is hardly a word about 
the Pope’s illness. No announce- 
ments have been made by the Vati- 
can press service nor by Osserva- 
tore Romano, the Vatican City 
is deriving more benefit and plea- 
sure than ever from his afternoon 
walks in the Vatican Garden. 

The Pontiff is reliably reported 
to be showing a real zest and vigor 
during these outings. They have 
been lasting about a half-hour each 
day. 


Saigon, Vietnam —(Radio, NC) 
— A Vietnamese mother in a refu- 
gee camp here mourns her eldest 
son, John Nguyen Khiem, aged 23, 
strangled by the Red Vietminh 
four days before Christmas. Three 
other young men were left for 
‘dead on the safhe day, and in the 
same place beside Phu-son Canal 


North Central Vietnam. 


THESE FOUR were among 
more than 2,000 Catholics who 
tried to depart in their fishing 
boats. Vietminh soldiers and 
agents,.also in boats, stopped them. 
They reached into the refugee 
boats and throttled the men. They 
grabbed children by the arm and 
flung them ashore. They threw 
ropes around the grown-up refu- 
gees and dragged them by th 
neck into the water. | 


The refugees fought back with 
fists and oars. About 60 boats 
got away and went out to sea, 
where the people were picked 
up by French Navy vessels. But 
seven boats were held up and 
about 200 refugees arrested. 

Families were separated in the 
struggle. You meet refugees 
here who escaped, only to find a 
husband or wife or-children are 
still in Vietminh hands. 


This incident of December 21 on 
the Phu-son Canal is typical of 
Vietminh behavior in the last six 
months since the Geneva agree- 
ments were signed. The Vietminh 
promised to “authorize aid” to all 
who wished to leave their zone. 
They have consistently violated 
that promise from the date of the 
cease-fire to now. 


If there has been any change 
over the months it has been for the 
worse. The Vietminh have tight- 
ened controls, become more vio- 
lent. 


THE LATEST outrage was re- 
ported from Balang, in Thanhhoa 
proyince, where Vietminh soldiers 
and refugees clashed. Balang is 
one of the oldest Catholic centers 
in the country. The reported clash, 
said to have cost several lives, 
probably happened when the peo- 
ple prepared to move toward the

In general, the International 
Commission in the north has been, 
to a great degree, a prisoner of 
the Vietminh and of its own weak- 
ness, 


The total number of refugees 
who have reached the free zone is 
591,000, including families of the 
Vietnamese military. Entirely 
civilian refugees have been break- 
ing through the Iron Curtain at 
the rate of 1,500 daily in recent 
months, according to Vietnamese 
authorities.
